Negroes Killed in Fight. 


Fighting between the negroes and the 
whites continued this morning. 

In a desperate battle at close range 
between Bicycle Officers Smith and 
Maddox, and Policeman Casen and two 
dangerous negroes barricaded in a 
house near the corner of McGruder and 
Randoiph streets, the negroes were 
killed and the police officers had nar- 
row escapes. 


Maddox and Smith had been notified 
that negroes were shooting in the vi- 
cinity of Houston and Randolph streets 
early this morning. When they reached 
the scene there was no shooting, but 
they were told that the difficulty was 
in the vicinity of Randolph and Mc- 
Gruder streets. Whether this was a 
trap laid to kill the officers is not { 
known, but a negro informed them 
where the house was in which a negro 
who had done the shooting had taken! 
refuge. 

The officers went to the house. at- 
tempted to enter and the negroes began 
shooting. The officers returned the fire 
and the negroes dropped below the win- 
dow. Officer Cazen had come up in the 
meantime and the three charged the 
house. Maddox broke the door open, 
his brother officers running with him. 
As he opened the door a gun was! 
thrown in his face, and, as he aoteed.| 
a bullet passed over his head. He an 
the other officers then fired, killing i 
two negroes. 





Negro Students Arrested. 


Gammon Seminary, in’ Brownsville, 
South Atlanta, fs surrounded by sol-:

Engineer Pitzman Abandons 
| Attempt to Move Railroads 
Into Park. 








GOOD CROSSINGS ASKED 





Subdivision Plans, Awaiting 
City’s Action, Provide 
Lower Tracks. 

Julius Pitzman, who for more than 
two years, in the capacity of civil engi- 
neer to the owners through whose prop- 


erty in the West End the Wabash and 
Rock Island railroads pass, has been 








favoring the removal’ of the tracks of 
the railroads into Forést Park, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday that 
as an engineer he had abandoned the 
attempt to put the tracks into Forest 
Park, 

The effort to move the tracks of the 


Wabash and Rock Island raltiroads into 
Forest Park, instead of having them run 
so close to Westmoreland place as to Nip 
off the southeast corner of that aristo- 
cratic tract, was su rted by all the 
residents of Portland and Westmore- 
land places as well as by the Parkview 
Realty Co., which own the land from 
Union avenue to west of Skinker road 
and from Forest Park on the south to 
Delmar avenue on the north. e Wa- 
bash Railroad cuts directly through*this 
tract. These private property owners 
urged that the*city give up a part of 
Forest Park to the railroad tracks so 
that their own property might become 
high-class residence property. 

The Post-Dispatch epposed the plan 
from its inception and defeated it on 
several occasions. Julius Pitzman was 
the spokesman and engineer of the 
track-moving projett and drew elab- 
orate plans showing how the tracks 
might be screened with trees and shrubs 
so as to be almost inoffensive to sight 
and how the tracks might be elevated 
or de mine so as to be dangerous to 
the life and limb of only those unreason- 
able park users who objected to making 
Aong detours to reach the culverts under 
the railroad embankment on the bridges 
over the railroad cuts. Mr. Pitzman de- 
clared Monday that he had ceased to 
press the project as an engineer, 


Road Would Be Picturesque. 
“As an individual, however,’ he said, 
“I still think that the proper solution 
of the problem of railroads in a high- 
class residence district is to put the 
railroads into the park. A railroad in a 


park can be treated so as to be pic- 
turesque, 

“As the engineer for the property 
owners, however, I have no further in- 
terest in the matter. Al] I ask now is 
that the Board of Public Improvements 
solve the grade-crossing problems on 
the streets which the railroads cross so 
that I may complete my plans for the 
layout of Re roperty and so that the 
4s Se “7 e put on the market. 
Dur ae the last year the Parkview 
Realty Co. has sold over two-thirds of 
its holdings. The land west of Skinker 
road, between the Rock Island tracks 
ang Delmar boulevard, has been sold 
to the Beredith Realty Co. The land 
between Skinker road on the west, De 
Baliviere avenue on the east, the Rock 
Island tracks on the south and Delmar 
boulevard on the north, has been sold 
to the West End Realty Co. The Park- 
view Realty Co. now owns only the land 
formerly known as the Catlin tract, 
bounded by Forest Park on the south, 
the Rock Island Railroad on the north 
Skinker road on “ts west and Union 
avenue on the eas 

As the Rock aA Railroad is now 
the dividing line between two owners, 
instead of passing entirely through the 
property of one owner, neither party in- 
volved has an exclusive interest in what 
is done with the railroad. All they 
want now is that a solution be reached 
as promptly as possible.”’ 


Asks Commissioner to Act, 


At the meeting of the Grade Crossing 
Commission last Wednesday a letter 
from Julius Pitzman to Chairman 
Cramer of: the commission was intro- 
duced, which read: 

“I have received instructions from the 


| West End Realty Co. to fully improve 
its land situated between De Baliviere 
avenue and Skinker road and between 
Coiorado Railroad and Delmar boule- 
vard, and, as the improvement of said 
tract might conflict with the plan of 
either raising or lowering the railroad,

Finely Produced, “Ben Hur’ 


aii, 


Its Crowning Picture Studied 
Contrast With More 
Melodramatic Features. 


Watching the opening performance of 
what is announced as “Ben Hur’s”’ fare- 
well St. Louis engagement at the Olym- 
pic iast night, I suddenly feared that, 
during the years that have passed since 
its first production here, we have per- 
mitted the influence. of melodrama to 
overshadow that of sheer beauty in our 
estimates of this remarkable stage of- 
fering. 

We've raved, more or less, over the 
Roman galley scenes in the second act, 
the sea fight that goes on with the gal- 
ley slaves chained to their oars, the 


wreck and rescue that follow, the tre- 
mendous chariot race in the fifth act, 
the desert scene in the prelude, the rev- 
els in the Grove of Daphne in the third 
act, the “Cleopatra ride’’ on the moon- 
lit waters of the lake by the Orchard of 
Paims in the fourth act—these things, 
apparenity more directly human in their 
appeal, have most provoked us to com- 
ment under the thrili of theatric excite- 
ment. Meantime, iess generally spoken 
of—io my knowledgs—ihan any other 
feature of ‘“‘Ben Hur.’ it is, neverthe- 
less, the wonderful pictures of the final 
act that make the most convincing ‘‘Ben 
Hur” impressions upon the soul. 

To my thinking, the scene of the 
dawning of day on Olivet, near the Vale 
of Hinon, on the morning of Christ’s en- 
trance Anto Jerusalem, is perhaps the 
most majestic and impressive stage pic- 
ture the world has ever beheld. It is im- 
possible to believe that any humam be- 
ing in all Christendom witnesses this 
Scene without a clear understanding of 
its vast significance. It is impossible to 
believe that, thus comprehending, any 
one of us can witness it without being 
profoundly stirred. It is made vital in 
every essential of Nature and humanity. 
When the curtain rises in the sixth act 
the stage is almost in darkness. We 
know only that it is the hour before the 
dawn of the day of the Savior’s fide 
into the Holy City. Slowly, by aliaost 
imperceptible degrees, comes the light 
of this supreme historic day. Emerging 
from the gloom, figure by figure, we see 
the great throngs of men, women and 
children assembled to welcome the Mes- 
Ssiah.

In every hand 
is a palm, and these innumerable stand- 
ards wave in the air their welcome to 
the approaching Prince of Peace whose 
mission they symbolize. The rich, the 
poor, the old, the young, all sorts and 
conditions of men are there, awaiting 
the coming of the Christ—it is the hu- 
man mob of the New  Dispensation.

And then, suddenly, running piteousl 
through the defile that leads oe the

they lived the life of accursed things, 
crying ‘“‘Unclean! Unclean!”’ to all who 
might elsewise draw too near to their 
diseased bodies, has come the story 
how Jesus laid his hands on a leper gnly 
the day before—and how, the next’mo- 
ment, the leper stood before Christ 
clean and sound. Their faces shine 
with radiance of the incredible hope 
thus implanted in their souls, their lips 
are parted, mute, yet seeming to crv 
aloud in a glad expectation almost too 
stupendous to be rne. And, even as

nous ray that alone is employed to sym- 
bolize the person of the Light of the 
World. It falls upon the throngs like 
a benediction. Heads are bowed, rever- 
ent knees seek the earth, hands are 
clasped in prayer, a deep hush descends 
upon the multitude. The Light moves 
among them, bringing out into dramatic 
relief the face of a sorrowing woman, 
of a worn and bent man, of a little 
child. It seems to be searching-—it 
draws near to the awful figures of the 
two ‘lepers, mother and daughter—the 
stricken and accursed ones—and sudden- 
ly it rests benignantly upon them—it 
rests there healingly for a little breath 
of time—and, as the curtain descends, 
it is slowly withdrawn, darkness suc- 
ceeds it, and from the great group of 
humanity shines out but one Jew’s face 
of 19 centuries ago just as the entire 
beautiful picture is blotted from our 
view. 

I don’t know why we talk of the gal- 
ley scene and the sea fight and the 
chariot race when we come away from 
“Ben Hur’’—save that, perhaps, this 
scene on Olivet is one of those great 
things that silence us with its unspea«- 
able majesty. It seemed so last night— 
and I have never failed to notice this 
hush that follows the last “‘Ben Hur’ 
curtain. Maybe, after all, it isn’t that 
we applaud most the melodrama of 
‘‘Ben Hur’’—silence is sometimes the 
sincerest, acclaim.

Her purse 
was empty. She would not call a 
physician without having the money 
to pay him for his services. For 
fourteen days she fought for mas- 
terv over the disease that physicians 
regard as one of the most dangerous 
that attacks the human system. Sat- 
urday she gave up the fight. 

Her funeral sermon was _ preached 
by Rev. S. D. McKenney, and all the 
people in “Mexico,” the settlement in 
which she lived and went about doing 
good, and which became Known as 
the “Cabbage Patch” after the ap- 
pearance of Alice Caldwell Hegan’s 
popular book, were mourners. 

Mrs. Goebel was 29 years old, a 
widow and the mother of one boy, 10 
years old. Taylor avenue, in Alton, 
where she lived, is situated in a ra- 
vine within a stone’s throw of the 
aristocratic residence section of Up- 
per Middletown.

Tuesday night a reception 
will be given at the College in honor of 
Brother James, to which all of his old 
scholars and friends have been invited. 


Feels Like Rip Van Winkle. 
Brother James, who is a keen student 


of business and property conditions in 
big cities, says that the changes made 
in St. Louls during his long absence are 
marvelous. 

“Tl feel like Rip Van Winkle,” he said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, stroking 
his beard, “I was prepared for a great 
change and growth*for I have kept in 
pretty close touch with St. Louis by its 
newspapers, but I never imagined any- 
thing Iike this. 

“When I left there was a race track 
in front of the college that extended 
over to Page avenue. Between Page 
and Easton from Taylor on out to the 
city limits f doubt if there were more 
than a dozen houses. Now this strip 
has been cut up into fine streets and the 
number of small houses, rows upon 
rows of them, that have sprung up, is 
wonderful to me. 

“New York, as everyone knows, has 
made wonderful strides in the last 2% 
years, and yet I think that in propor- 
tion to Ils size the growth of St. Louis 
has been more remarkable than that of 
New York. 

“T always pridéd myself on knowing 
St. Louis like a book. Wher I left here 
there were many places out in the West 
End to which I could have driven in 
my buggy with my eyes blindfolded 
and at night. And yet yesterday when 
I tried to reach the house of a friend 


of mine who has lived in the same resi- 


dence since T left, I actually lost my

way. I had to stop almost every other 
person on the street to ask my way. I 
wus never sv confused and utterly at 


sea in my life. 
College Once in Country. 


“You can imagine it all when you 


stop to think that when I left here 22 
years ago there were no electric cars. 
When I bought this ground at Easton 
and King’s highway for the_ college, 
Many of my colleagues advised against 
it and said it was a foolish move to go 
so far out into the country. They said 
that there would never be any day 
scholars, because the boys could never 
get out to the college. 

“The feature of the activity in build- 
ing here that struck me immediately is 
the number of smal! and cheap houses 
out in the outlying districts. JI never 
saw so many in any city. This is very 
remarkable in my opinion because it 
means that those of little means~who 
have been living in the squalid districts 
downtown have now a chance to get the 
fresh air of the outlying districts in 
these small and cheaply constructed 
houses. 

“There is nothing like this in New 
York. There the great masses are com- 
pelled to live in the tenements down- 
town. There are net whole districts of 
clean, attractive looking small houses 
such as you see here. I almost think 
that there has been too much of this 
building done here.”’

Brother James was asked if he 
thought St. Louis would have a million 
population by 1910. He thought for a 
moment, looking out over the city be- 
fore him from the high vantage point of 
the college steps. dt ee 

‘Yes, I think you will have a million 
then,” he said. “I have no doubt of it. 
Why, if you filled all of these houses 
that you have just built I think you 
would reach the million mark.’’ 

Brother James commented on the 
building activity in the business district. 
He said he had noticed the movement of 
the big wholesale houses west. 

“In another 10 years,’ said he, “I 
shouldn’t be surprised to see all of these 
big houses clustered around Eighteenth 
street. Another thing I notice down- 
town was the improved appearance of 
the banks. It gives the city a more 
finished appearance.” : ;

PUBLIC PRINTERY 


More Accurate Computation of 
Work of Various Depart- 
ments Now Possible. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, ‘Sept. 2%.—At the 
Government Printing Office today the 
new efficiency system arranged by Pub- 
lic Printer Stillings went into effect. 
This system is intended to provide for 
the collection and arrangement of data 
In such form and degree of accuracy 
that the officials of the printery 
whose duty it is to make estimates 
on work for the several departments 
can give a precise computation as to 
what a certain piece of work will cost 
the department from which it ema- 
nates, 

Heretofore, the Public Printer gays, 
the basis of estimates has been largely 
theoretical, or else the calculations have 
been based upon obsolete methods and 
out-of-date systems. By the present 
efficiency scheme, he says, it is possible 
to figure closely on the cost of produc- 
tion of all classes of work which is 
sent to the Government printery for 
execution. 

The printers, binders and others at 
the Government Printing Office were 
somewhat alarmed when they heard 
that the dreaded “efficiency system’”’ 
had gone into effect and the matter 
was generally discussed. The impres- 


‘sion had gone abroad that it meant the 


imposition of a greater amount of work 
on the men and women workers, that 
the “‘stunt’’ would be increased and as 
&% consequence there was much com- 
plaint amang the workers. 

Mr. Stéillings said there was no need 
for aiarm, as the new, system would be 
of benefit to every man and woman em- 
ploy in the printery. 

“Ittwill help the printers, the press- 
men, ‘the bookbinders and all others," 
said . Public Printer. “It will be a 
good fhing for them, as it will give 
them full credit for the amount of work 
they accomplish, besides allowing the 
officials to give the departments of the 
Government a quick, comprehensive 
and accurate estimate on any work 
they may desire to have done at the 
ublic printing office.”’

CHICAGO, Sept. 25.~—Cooped up in a 
little ward of the Baptist Hospital with 
three other patients, Gen. Edwin M. 
McCook, commander of the cavalry di- 
vision in the ‘‘March to the Sea’ and 
for eight years Governor of the Terri- 
tory of Colorado. is suffering the tor- 
tures of inflammatory rheumatism, 

Racked with pain and financialWy 
helpless, the famous commander is de- 
pendent on the fraternal help which his 
old army comrades give, but he is far 
from despondent over his trials, 

For six wetks the Gentral has been 
confined to the hospital. He is 73 years 
of age, his right eye Is sightless and 
his right arm useless, but he still is 
buoyea up with the indomitable courage 
and the fire and spirit that carried him 
to the head of Sherman's cavalry in 
the *60s. 

The career of Gen. McCook covers an 
important period of the history of the 
nation. In civic and military life he 
has attained rare distinction, and his 
family name stands out prominently in 
many of the greater incidents of the 
country s story. 

Gen. MecCoox is ason of Dr. John 
McCook, a brother of former Congress,- 
man McCook of New York and a nepat 
ew oif Maj. Daniel McCook, who sent 
eight sons to the Union army, three of 
whom were killed, while four of them 
attained the rank of generai. Maj- 
McCook himself was killed in battle by 
Morgan's guerrillas. 

Gen. Mecvook went to the Civil War 
with an Ohio cavalry regiment that 
became a part of the army of the Cum- 
berland. His gallantry in the many 
campaigns in which his troops were en- 
gaged carried him through Various pro- 
motions to a general’s rank and it was 
as commander of the cavalry forces that 
formed the right flank of Gen. Sher- 
man’s army that he Dartieipated.in the 
“March to the sea.”’ . 

After the war he was Governor of the 
_it ‘became 
the ‘“‘Centennial’’ State in 1876. 

Later he was made United States Min- 
ister to Hawaii.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 25.—An.-in- 
fernal machine, addressed to .“Jacob 
Schiff, main ‘floor, Stock Exchange, 
New York,” was’ picked up Monday 
near a mail box at Germantown and 
Sunset avenue. 

Jacob H. Schiff is head of the great 
banking firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. of 
New York, 

A postal clerk noticed that the 
wrapper was torn, and while handling 
it he observed a grain of owder 
which fell from the box, and he im- 
mediately threw the package into a 
pail of water. 

After it had remained immersed for 
several. hours it was taken out and 
examined. The box was made of 
pasteboard and*was 10 inches long, 
four inches: wide and one inch in 
depth.. Inside were placed two rolls 
of pasteboard, which held in place a 
matchbox filled,with gunpowder and 
bullets. 

Matches had been sunk into the 
powder, their heads resting against 
the top of the matchbox, which had 
been backed with sandpaper. To the 
lid of the matchbox was fastened a 
piece of string with a Jewish New 
Year’s card-attached to the other 
end. Pulling out the card would re- 
move the lid of the matchbox, ignite 
the matches and explode the pow- 
der, scattering the bullets.

ed the escape of three fellow-prisoners 
at the Indiana Reformatory, is lying in 
a serious condition at the infirmary in 
that inatitution. He is packed in ice 
and under constant care of Dr. Harry 
C. Sharp, the reformatory physician. His 
arm, which was fractured, pains him 
more than his head, which received sev- 
€ hard blows from heavy pieces of 
wood before he succeeded in knocking 
down two of his assailants, and escap- 
ing from the third long enough to give 
the alarm. 

Fred Kinder is credited with being the 
instigator of the plot, which, Assistant 
Superintendent Barnard says, was a des- 
perate and carefully planned attempt at 
general delivery. William A. Spores and 
Moses Fields, who were with him in 
the attempt, would have benefited by 
Kinder’s plan, so also the mo of 
the “solitaires,”” which would have in- 
cluded Suggs and Ralph Gatewood.

ATURDAY, September 15.—We entered the mouth of the river at noon, not 


S upon the frontier being the pumping station at the Chain of Rocks, we all 
téok a farewell look at that. There were tears in the Captain’s eye, but every- 
one was very brave. We went inside, where the chaplain uttered an invocation 
Nand read Joaquin Miller’s poem on Columbus. When we returned to the deck, 
the steamer was skirting the south shere under the lee of low, smoothly-turned 
bluffs. The current was running eight miles an hour and the boat twelve, leav- 
ing a net gain of four. At 2 o’clock we ran under a large bridge, evidently nat- 
ural. An hour later we passed a large island going down, and just at dark we 
reached St. Charles, the first town. The natives were friendly, so we spent the 
night there, visiting the bow and arrow factory. 

Sunday, September 16.—We Were off at daylight. At 9 o’clock we rounded 
a wide bend in the river. The Missouri was very shallow at this point. We 
saw a cow wade across, but were unable to make out whether she was a wild 
one. The bluffs were now upon the north bank. We saw an occasional native 
and a herd of mules, an animal said to be very plentiful in this region, The 


knowing what perils awaited us in the wilderness beyond. . The last sign- 





hunters were put ashore, and killed a goat. 
Monday, September 17.—We made 35 miles today, and stopped at Hermann. 


The natives were timid, but in the absence of any hostile demonstration their 
confidence was restored, and they took us out and showed us the wine brewery, 


where the warriors repair before they start upon the warpath. 


Tuesday, September 18—We made forty miles today, and the hunters 
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brought in six chickens, a bird which makes very good eating. We tied up at 
Jefferson City, a large village. The natives came aboard and spent the even- 
ing. They were very much interested in the slot machine, and we got a little 
of their wampum. The head man of this village, whose name is Folk, warned 
us against going further. He said there were wild tribes beyond, the war- 
riors of which are ten feet high and throw stones with their beards. This man 
Folk is a great native chief, and has a pen filled with people who have opposed 
him. : 

Wednesday, September 19.—We made forty-five miles today, and tied up at 
an island. The bluffs have returned to the south bank, and a fertile bottom Hes 
upon the right. Everybody is well, and there is no longer any talk of turning 


back. ‘ 

Thursday, September 20.—We got an early start, and made forty miles. About 
noon we met a trapper returning from the Yellowstone. He had a boatload 
of pelts, but was out of tobacco. We traded him two pounds of tobacco for 
fifty beaver skins, two dozen otter skins and 100 skunk skins which he said 
we could dye and sell for ermine. He hadn't seen the wild men ten feet high, 
but advised us to stick to the middle of the river and keep both eyes peeled. We 
doubled the guard, but the night passed without adventure. 

Friday, September 21.—We traveled thirty-five miles, and made Boonville, 
one of the largest villages we had seen. The natives were friendly} and during 
the evening the village quartet lined up on the bank and sang “ So Long, 
Mary.” We returned the fire with the bow gun, and killed the tenor. We were 
upon the point of retiring to safer moorings, but the chief came down and urged 
us to stay, assuring us it didn't matter about the tenor. 

Saturday, Sept. 22.—We made only thirty miles, proceeding slowly and giv- 
ing the hunters an opportunity to beatthe brush along shore. They brought 
in a young buffalo, the first we had seen. The man who shot it sald he thought 
it was a calf at first, but he followed Daniel Boon’s advice and shot at it, 
to hit # if it were a buffalo and to Miss it if it were a calf. 

Sunday, Sept. %&—We made 4 miles and passed Lexington, another vil- 
lage. A medicine man swam out. We didn’t want any of his medicine, but 
he took some of ours. It seemed to hit the spot, for he swam after the boat 


about two hours after we Jeft. 

Monday, Sept. 25.—We made % miles and approached within sight of 
Kansas City, a very large village. We hung around below town a while, and 
a delegation came down to meet us and escort us up to the water front. 
These are a very fine people and wear clothes. They seemed glad to see us, and 


tomorrow we are to have a buffalo hunt at the Zoo with the chief.

It was quite natural that the New 
York American baseball club should 
beat the Chicago White Sox for the rea- 
son that the Chicagoans could not hit 
even the weak pitchers of the High- 
landers while the latter could make 
enough off Chicagos good pitchers to 
enable them to finish first in three of 
four games. The Sox, weak hitters, can- 
not make any more runs off weak pitch- 
ers than the Highlanders, strong hitters, 
can make off good pitchers. Then the 
New Yorkers are quite as efficient on 
cases as the Chicagoans. 

While the Cleveland club is the best 
hitting organization in baseball it could 
not make runs against the Sox because 
it did not run the bases. By good field- 
ing and base running the Sox made 
more runs against Cleveland than 
New York. Against New York Cleve- 
and should be effective, for the great 
batters of the Forest City Club should 
run up immense. scores off Griffith’s 
weak pitchers.

Hours Until the Police

Prisoners Had Been Reading of 
Recent Trouble Between 
Races in Georgia. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 26.—Thirty- 
five negro prisoners, including 18 mur- 
derers, two of whom are sentenced to 
die, rebelled against the keepers at the 
Knox County Jail last night, refusing 
to go from the corridor into their cells. 

For two hours they kept the officers 
at bay. 

The trouble was precipitated when 
several Chattanooga prisoners com- 
plained to the keeper who was walking 
in the corridor with them that other 
negroes had stolen their blankets. The 
officer tried to pacify the prisoners and 
was investigating the allegations of 
theft anfong the prisoners when the re- 
beliion started. All the negroes, forget- 
ting their factional trouble, joined 
aguinst the officers. 

Cut by Thrown Bottles. 


Aithough inelosed behind bars, four of 
the officers were eut with bottles 
thrown by the prisoners, and C, 
Reeder Jr., aged 12, son of the Sheriff, 
was slightly cut. 

The ofticers turned the hose en the 
refratory negroes, but this frenzied 
them. The negroes finally captured the 
hose and turned it on the officers and 
then attacked the latter with bottles, 
plates, cups and saucers and with broom 
handles on the end of which open knives 
were fastened: 

Three of the officers were hemmed in 
by the negroes and had to draw their 
pistols in order to get out of range of 
the bottles. 

The arrival ef the Sheriff and police 
finally quelled the negroes, 

The trouble is said to have resulted 
from the negroes reading of the Atlanta
